Experience has caused us to suspect that there may 
well he thousands of psychotic dogs among the canine pop­ 
ulation. The dog lack s the mind of his human master and 
comes to relv heavily on sheer experience.

By 3:30 p.m., the dog has work ed himself into a high state 
of excltetnent and is a jumping, running bundle of nerves 
by the time the children show up. We don’t k now how the 
dog k nows what time it is, but he docs. 
However, this is the pattern for only five days of the 
week and the dog mak es a quick adjustment to the other 
two davs. It does not tak e the dog long to figure out that it 
is Saturday or Sunday and the children are around the house.

Once the dog discovers this, he is no longer content to 
.«!un himself in his pen until 3:30 in the afternoon. He be­ 
gins pacing back and forth in the pen. bark ing every now 
and then Just to let everyone k now he is there. 
But the minute Monday rolls around, he again lies com­ 
fortably in the sun until 3:30 p.m. However, even this rou­ 
tine can suddenly become upset, as it is when the schools 
have a holiday somewhere along the way. 
Just consider the life of the dog at such times. He has 
patiently waited out Monday through Wednesday and then 
is look ing forward to the week end two days hence. 
However, he suddenly discovers that the week end has 
arrived two days early. As he k eeps an eye on the street, 
he notices that no children pass by on their way to school. 
He is not fed as usual at 7:30 a.m. because the children 
are sleeping in and will feed him later. 


The poor animal k nows it is only Thursday but every­ 
thing is going lik e Saturday. At about 8:30 a.m. he is fed 
but his benefactor, rather than hurrying off, stick s around 
for a little wrestling and running. 
That is a dead giveaway. The dog immediately concludes 
he has miscounted the days and it is Saturday, for sure. 
But then things get complicated on the other end.

C e r t a i n professions are 
“dandruff-prone,” and if 
you belong to these profes­ 
sions, you will be afflicted 
regardless of where you live. 
Advertising and public re­ 
lations executives appear to 
be the most heavily afflicted 
(which explains why an ad 
man is called a white collar 
work er even if he’s wearing 
a blue shirt), with a 95 per 
cent ratio of victims. Radio 
a n d 
television personnel 
come next, with some 90 per 
c e n t suffering chronic or 
seasonal dandruff. 
Eighty-seven per cent of 
people who work in movic.s 
and journalism have “it.” 
and so do 83 per cent of man­ 
agement personnel and 81 
per cent of teachers. 
The least dandruffed peo­ 
ple in the country are preg­ 
nant women. 
“We explain our .statis­ 
tics,” a spok esman for a 
dandruff research organiza­ 
tion told me, “by saying that 
these fields, and these people 
w'ork under the most rigor­ 
ous pressures. 
And pres­ 
sures, along with emotional 
stress, are closely related to 
that old bugaboo, dandruff. 
As for the geographical lo­ 
cations, the condition ha s 
proven to be worse in north­ 
ern climates, and in winter 
more than in summer.

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Hidden Under The Basket 


Nebrask a, we are afraid, has a lot of 
its potential hidden under a bask et, for 
whatever the reason might be. This w as 
exemplified when a group of California ed­ 
ucators came to Lincoln to find out about 
a new concept in education. They admitted 
that they had reservations about learning 
anything of value but discovered their trip 
to be very worthwhile. 
Specifically, they visited the Lincoln 
Job Corps Center where a so-called “sys­ 
tem” method of education is used. This is 
simply a concept of gradual advancement 
of the student, then, in training those who 
come after him. It is a concept particu­ 
larly well fitted to vocational education, 
as the California group granted. 
It is a system developed by a subsidi­ 
ary of Northern Natural Gas Co. of Oma­ 
ha and to be implemented by that or­ 


ganization at a number of vocational ed­ 
ucation centers across the nation under the 
directiMi of the U.S. Labor Department. 
You may recall that it was with con­ 
siderable misgivings that the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity approved Northern as 
the contractor on the Lincoln Job Corps. 
It was the opinion of the OEO that Northern 
just lack ed the muscle to get the job done. 
It was not big enough to favorably impress 
the OEO. 
But Northern got the contract, any­ 
way. and the OEO has learned that it 
couldn’t have done business with a better 
outfit. Not only has Northern done the job, 
but its operation has become a national 
showcase. If you only look for it, Nebrask a 
has a great deal of potential on quite a 
wide front, as Northern has shown the OEO. 


More Support For Electoral Reform 


For perhaps the first time in United 
States history, a serious drive is under 
way to abolish the antiquated and danger­ 
ous electoral college. Spearheading the plan 
is Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, whose com­ 
mittee has recently concluded hearings on 
alternate proposals. But support for the 
movement is not limited to Congress. The 
Federal Bar Association (FBA) also feels 
the electoral college has outlived its use­ 
fulness. 
The FBA has formulated an eight-point 
proposal which it think s eliminates the dan­ 
ger of minority presidents and of candi­ 
dates being elected in the House on a one- 
state. one-vote basis. FBA has passed a 
resolution which would provide for the elec­ 
tion of the president and the vice presi­ 
dent by direct popular vote, but with the 
stipulation that no one could be elected to 
either office without winning at least 
of the vote. Should no candidate get 40'?c. 
a runoff election would be held. FBA would 


also loosen residency requirements for na­ 
tional elections, another election reform 
sorely needed in a society as mobile as 
this one. 
Bayh, FBA and other supporters of 
electoral college abolition are on the right 
track . With George Wallace and possibly 
others in the race for president next year, 
this could very well be the time when the 
presidential election is tossed to the House. 
And at that point, anything could hap­ 
pen. 
Should the presidential election go to 
the House, each state would have one vote. 
Thus Nebrask a, South Dak ota and Wyo­ 
ming could outvote New York , Illinois and 
California. And that mak es no sense at all. 
If the President is “for all of the people,” 
as Lyndon Johnson is fond of saying, then 
it seems reasonable to tak e measures to 
assure his election is by all of the people, 
too.

voters can overturn legisla­ 
tive acts at subsequent elec­ 
tions. 
The New York ers also had 
some 
interesting 
observa­ 
tions about Nebrask a in their 
19-page report to convention 
delegates. 
For instance: “Nebrask ans, 
far from being ‘back ward* 
or ‘fuddy-duddy,* are tqday, 
as they always have been, 
willing to try new ideas and 
improvements.’* 
Nebrask a, t he y suggested, 
has “a political heritage of 
progressivism and even radi­ 
calism,” w hi c h produced 
such leaders as William Jen­ 
nings Bryan and George W. 
Norris. 
The 
East labors 
under 
“common 
misconceptions’* 
about Nebrask a, they re­ 
ported, including the belief 
that it is totally agricultural 
and that politically it is “a 
back ward state.” 
On the contrary, the New 
York ers said, “dramatic gov­ 
ernmental innovations are 
not unusual in Nebrask a” 
and its population is now 
overbalanced toward the ur­ 
ban, non-agricultural sphere. 
What disturbed the New 


York ers most were the Ini­ 
tiative and referendum pro­ 
cedures under which Nebras­ 
k a voters can write or undo 
legislative acts. 
“The people themselves be­ 
come a second house of the 
Nebrask a Legislature . . . a 
house whose all-powerful acts 
are uncoordinated with the 
acts of the Legislature and 
the governor, and even with 
other acts of its own, and 
yet is supreme over the re­ 
sponsible, 
e s t a b l i s he d 
branches of government on 
even the smallest matters,” 
it was suggested. 
“The case by which these 
disruptive tccanioues 
(the 
initiative and referendum) 
may be used Is astonishing,” 
they declared. 
“The mischief of which this 
system is capable was illus­ 
trated in the c ection of 1966, 
ehen the people used it to 
destroy the existing tax base 
of the state while refusing to 
authorize a 
proposed im­ 
proved base. 
“We 
leave 
it 
to 
Ne­ 
brask ans to evaluate their 
own system. Believing as we 
do in the representative sys­ 
tem of government, .we can­ 
not agree that either the 
initiative or the referendum 
are necessary adjuncts of it, 
anywhere.” 
As for the non-partisan 
aspect of the Legislature: 
“We cannot dispel the feel­ 
ing t ha t non-partisanship 
creates a vacuum — i n t o 
which some power, some in­ 
fluence will inevitably at­ 
tempt to move.” 
Nebrask ans who support 
the non-partisan character 
of their Legislature may be 
concerned that senators do 
not fail prey to party dicta­ 
tion, the New York ers not­ 
ed, but “is there not a far 
greater chance for an indi- 
dividual to become beholden 
to one or more special in­ 
terest groups in this way?” 
Non-partisan organization 
of the Legislature has pro- 


duced “a lack of fixed lead­ 
ership responsibility,” t he 
visitors said, and the end re­ 
sult may be a failure to con­ 
sider issues in a statewide 
connotation. Their reasoning 
follows this line: 
“ Free of any obligation to 
hew to a party-line position 
on i s s u e s , the lawmak er 
tends to gravitate toward 
blocs which form around in­ 
dividual Issues, usually on 
economic and/or regional 
lines. 
“Fragmentized issue-by-is- 
sue leadership, as opposed 
to 
integrated 
leadership, 
tends to overemphasize re­ 
gional and economic points 
of view as opposed to 
a 
‘whole-state’ viewpoint.” 
- ☆ 
Other observations: 
—The compensation of Ne­ 
brask a lawmak ers (|3(X) a 
month) is “Incredibly low 
by any standards.” 
—Members of the Nebras­ 
k a Legislature are generally 
“dedicated a n d intelligent 
people.” 
—A “virtually powerless” 
Speak er adds to the leader­ 
ship gap in the Unicameral. 
—Lobbyists with 
w hom , 
the New York ers spok e “all;, 
agreed that they lik ed the^ 
unicameral system, and all* 
gave the same reason: There 
were fewer legislators who 
had to be contacted on any 
given item.” 
—If New York were to 
form a unicameral legisla­ 
ture with the same legista-- 
tor^onstituent ratio as Ne-' 
brask a, It would total 600/ 
members. 
—Nebrask a’s constitution­ 
al provision 
for 
partisan 
election of most state offi­ 
cials other than legislators is . 
“self-contradictory” and rep- . 
resents “a curious political * 
dichotomy.” 
One more thing. They lik ed . 
the look s of Lincoln, prais­ 
ing it as “a product of the 
modern concept of urban 
renewal.”

Rusk Defends President's Vietnam Policy; 


Washington Not Convinced By Secretary 


WASHINGTON — Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk is 
now, in many ways, the 
most intriguing personality 
in 
Washington, 
He 
ha s 
emerged as the principal de­ 
fender of the administra­ 
tion’s Vietnam policy be­ 
cause he is almost the last 
of the President’s true be­ 
lievers. 
He is a simpler man than 
either President Johnson or 
Secretary of Defense McNa­ 
mara, and more articulate. 
He spent his formative pro­ 
fessional years in the China- 
India-Burma theater during 
the last World War, and was 
assistant secretary of state 
for Far Eastern affairs dur­ 
ing the period when Wash­ 
ington was concentrating on 
Europe, and he sees the 
present leaders of China as 
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the greatest menace to the 
security of the United States 
and the continuity of West­ 
ern civilization since Hitler. 
In a time when his own 
colleagues in the Department 
of State, his old friends in 
the press and the Congress, 
and even other members of 
the cabinet have the most 
serious doubts about 
the 
administration’s 
policy 
in 
Vietnam, Rusk ’s conviction, 
eloquence, and personality 
are critical factors in t h e 
present debate on policy. 


■ 
Nobody involved in t he 
present Vietnam d e b a t e , 
whether in the White House, 
the Congress, or the uni­ 
versities, suspects him of 
personal 
ambition. 
He is 
both brok e and honest. Dur­ 
ing these last few agonizing 
years, he could have es­ 
caped into many prestigious 
jobs in universities or foun­ 
dations, but he has stuck it 
out, and this is precisely the 
problem. 
P’or while everybody ad­ 
mires his loyalty, even his 


to put him on their nation­ 
al hook ups. (They refused 
on the ground that he had 
no new great policy changes 
to announce). But he met 
the press, anyway, and had 
a personal triumph. 
☆ ☆ 
The trouble was that his 
policy left his listeners about 
where they were before. He 
argued that “Asian commu­ 
nism” was a serious men­ 
ace to the security of the 
United States; that the Unit­ 
ed S t a t e s was not in 
a “stalemate” in Vietnam 
but 
was 
moving 
toward 
“victory” ; that the United 
States must above all things 
create order In Asia; and 
that we could do this even 
if we k ept our commitment 
to withdraw from South Viet­ 
nam and destroy all our 
bases 
t he r e 
within 
six 
months of a compromise 
peace settlement. 
This proved to be 
good 
theater but bad policy. The 
reporters admired his style 
and courage but not his for­ 
mula for peace. They lik ed 
closest 
associates 
in 
the/ his loyalty, optimism, a n d 
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State Department, for which 
he is responsible, question 
his judgment. He is modest, 
loyal, articulate, but is he 
right? He is determined to 
unify Asia, Europe, 
L a t i n 
America and Africa — a no­ 
ble ambition, but how can 
he do it if he can’t even 
unify his own department? 
Rusk ’s loyalty to Johnson 
and conviction about the in­ 
tegrity of Johnson’s policy in 
Vietnam are so solid that he 
has tak en the job of defend­ 
ing them before the press. 
He was so sure that he was 
right that the State Depart­ 
ment appealed to the tele­ 
vision network last w« ek 
v|e 


appealing conviction, b u t 
they simply didn’t believe he 
was right. 
Rusk ’s argument here last 
week was that the Senate 
and the press were merely 
debating 
what 
he 
called 
“variations on a theme”— 
that very few people either 
want to run away or smash 
our way to a military vic­ 
tory in Vietnam; that all 
agree we should “defend our 
vital national interests.” 
But this is exactly t he 
central issue in Washington 
which Rusk , for all his at­ 
tractive personal qualities, 
denies. The Capitol is deep­ 
ly and fundamentally divid­ 


ed on whether fighting to 
the finish in Vietnam, at a 
cost of over 100,000 casual­ 
ties and $30-billion a year, 
really is in our national in-- 
terest; whether this is more 
important than the recon­ 
struction of our own cities, 
and the unification of the 
old alliance: whether Saigon 
tak es priority over Chicago; 
whether China is really de­ 
termined to conquer all of 
Southeast Asia; and wheth­ 
er the unification of Asia, 
as Rusk sees it, is more at­ 
tainable than the unification 
of our own country. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Washington is now deeply 
troubled about these things. 
It sees and admires Rusk ’s 
loyalty to the President. It 
lik es him personally — par­ 
ticularly his obvious hones­ 
ty, his sense of decency and 
his sense of humor — but 
it is not convinced, and it 
hates his vague suggestions 
that dissent is disastrous 
to our cause. 
Rusk insists that the de­ 
bate here is on secondary 
issues — but it is much 
deeper than that. He says 
the country is united on 
defending 
our 
“vital 
in­ 
terests” in Vietnam, b u t 
this is not true. No matter 
how appealing he is, Wash­ 
ington is still divided on 
whether Vietnam is real­ 
ly vital, and whether China 
is hell-bent on conquering 
Asia. Rusk says it is — he 
is eloquent and determined 
about it and puts it before 
the cities and races at home 
or anything else. And this is 
what Washington does n ot 
believe.

It is topped with an 
enormous gray statue of a 
woman holding a sword, sy m­ 
bolizing the defense of Volgo­ 
grad against the nex t inv ad­ 
er. 
“ Crack Nazi troops were

Brezhcv said. 
“ The offensiv e momentum 
of the enemy petered out and 
the moral spirit of fascism 
was broken here. Ev ery where
